MBXICAN BDITOn DECLARES THAT 


BANDIT LEADER 
IS 
DEAD AND 


BURIED 
WASHINGTON, July.. 5.—Declaring 


he has positive information that Villa. 
is dead and buried In the vicinity o£ 
Boquilla, state, of Chihuahua, Mexico, 
Dr. All, editor of Acciom Mondial of 
Mexico City, wired to Gen. Carranza 
last night from Washington urging 
that immediate steps bo taken to find 
the body. 
Dr. All arrived hero today as a dele- 
gate to the "peace conference" of the 
American Union Against Militarism. 
His telegram said: 
My information came from two Vil- 


llstas. These two men asserted that 
they were with Villa when he died, 
suffering horribly'from gangrene from 
a wound in his leg, and that they had 
helped to bury him. 
They declare that \Ti!la"s hand went 


into the state of Chihuahua, pursued 
by the forces of tho constitutionalists 
under Gen. Luis Gutierrez and Col. 
Herrera. They were overtaken In the 
Sierra, range near Boquilla. Early in 
the action Villa was shot in the leg 
and unhorsed. His followers remount- 
ed him and made off. He again1 fell 
from his horse and was finally put on 
a fresh horse and held on by a fol- 
lowc'r. When he could travel no long- 
er they- dismounted. His wound grow 
worse "and most of his followers lett 
him. For eight days ho suffered great 


The two men, aided by a few oth- 


ers buried him. and crossing the Sierra 
on' foot, reached Juarez and crossed 
over into El Paso.

totay by the Infantile paralysis epi- 
demic. 12 children dyln^ of the dis-

and 10 o'clock this morning in tno five 
b»ro«ghB of New York city.

ing to bring about peace discussions; 
and thirdly, those socialists who re-

Concerning this region, ils peo- 
ple and its colonisation possibilities 
ihe following bulletin lias been issued 
by the National 
(ieographlc 
society 


form its Washington headquarters: 


"If Belgium is able to retain her 


hold on the Ruanda region of the Ger- 
man East African protectorate she will 
possess the most densely populated as 
well as one of the most fertile and sa- 
lubrious territories of Central Africa. 


"Ruanda lies to the east of Lake 


Kiwu, through which runs- the bound- 
ary line between tlie- upper Congo re- 
gion and the German possessions. To 
the north lies British Kast Africa. The 
Kagera river, also known as the Alex- 
andra Nile, Ilowing 
in 
irregular S 


shape, east, north and cast, and empty- 
ing into Lake Victoria Nyanza, Is the 
eastern boundary. 


'•While there arc. two considerable 


tracts of forest in Luanda, the central 
portion of the territory is bare of trees, 
but on the mountain slopes there is to 
be found wonderfully rich grass, on 
which graze magnilicent herds of cai- 
tle that constitute the chief wealth of 
the natives. 
The agricultural possi- 


bilities of tlie region are almost un- 
limlled. 


"One of the most striking advan- 


tages of tins territory is its high al- 
titude, an average of nearly a mile 
above sea level, so that although it lies 
under an equatorial sun. the tempera- 
ture is usually about the same as that 
of a waYm summer day in central Eu- 
rope.

WASHINGTON, 
July 
5.—Declaring 


he has positive information that Villa 
is dead and buried in the vicinity of 
Boquilla, state of. Chihuahua. Mexico, 
'Dr. Atl, editor of Accion Mondial of 
Mexico City, wired to Gen. Carranza 
last night from Washington -.irging- 
that Immediate steps be taken to find 
tho body. 


Dr. Atl arrived here yesterday as a 


delegate to the ''peace conference" of 
the American Union Against Militar- 
ism. 
His telegram said: 


My information came from two Vil- 


listas. ' These two men asserted that 
they were with Villa when he died, 
suffering horribly from gangrene from 


wound in his leg, and that they had 


helped to bury him. 


They declare that Villa's band went 


Into the state of Chihuahua, pursued 
by the forces of the constitutionalists 
under Gen. Luis Gutierrez and Col. 
Herrera. They were overtaken in the 
Sierra range near Boquilla. 
Early in 


the action Villa was shot In the leg 
and unhorsed. His followers remount- 
ed him and made off. He again fell 
from his horse and was finally put on 
a fresh horse and held on by a fol- 
lower!! When he could travel no long- 
er they dismounted. 
His wound grew 


worse and moat of his followers left 
him. For eight days he suffered great 
agony. 


The two men, aided by a few oth- 


ers, buried him, and crossing the Sierra 
on foot, reached Juarez and 
crossed 


over into El Paso.

via London, July 6.—Facts and 
Im- 


pressions come in overwhelming num- 
bers to the press correspondent who 
is on the move morning and night try- 
ing to grasp tlie detuils'of the gigantic 
struggle which is in progress in north- 
ern France. At every turn he realizes 
tho Immense forces of material and 
men that are being-employed in this

Everywhere the eye can reach are

diers and tiie drivers .of ammunition 
trains, endlessly going and coming, for 
the latest ^ews.
